There 
are also far too few in) Great 
Britain jtvelf tot satisfy the 
universal demand, That is en 
old story, and the reasons for 
id are well known, But the 
time has come for a reconsidera- 
tion of the whole question. The 
importance of sustaining in the 
world the supreme position of 
English poetry and prose fe 
not to be measured by any 
financial scale. The calculations 
of strategic necessity by which 
100,000 tona of paper were al- 
lotted annually to administg-- 
tion, is represented by the Sta- 
tionery Office and only 22,000 to 
literature, through the publish- 
ers of books, can no longer 
justify themselves. Nor «re 
considerations ‘of foreign ex- 
change a sufficient excuse for 
denying the international de- 
mand. Clearly there ure dict- 
culties to be overcome. The 
stock of paper may be low and ' 
there may be not enough labour 
available, but the provision of 
books is urgent and a greater 
effort is required if Britain :s- 
to piny the part in the tas of 
relighting the lamps of civilisa- 
tion.

Slab sugar 
has fallen to $60 a picul as against 
$70 th» previous day, Prices of 
vegetables also have dropped, as 
alto prices of fish and meat. 
“Wong Fa” is sold at 80 cents a 
catty and beef at $2 a catty. 

One important factor conducing 
to the fall in prices is the drop In 
value of the Chinese national 
dollar. The Increasing number of 
vessels bringing in foodstuffs and 
reduction in freight rates also 
contribute to the fall,

1942, Tho women wero psegre- 
gated from thoir monfolk by a 
barbed wire fenco and lived se- 
prrately right through the occupa- 
tion, There was n visit once a 
week whon husbands wero per- 
mitted to sce their wives for a 
short time. 

Tho most memorable day in the 
history of the camp waa October 
10, 1942, when Japanese sceret 
police rnided the Camp and, on tho 
strength of two seta of wircless 
receiving opparatus that they 
found, arrested 40  internees. 
Some half-dozen came out of the. 
experience alive, among them the 
Bishop of Singapore, the Rt. Rev. 
J. L. Wilson, formerly Dean of 
Hong Kong. 

The story has already been told 
of Bishop Wilson’s courage, for- 
titude, and coolness in a dangerous 
situation, He was accused of 
being in constant receipt of money 
from unknown sources, presum- 
ably, as the Japanese put it, for 
anti-dapaneso activity. 

Ho was brought back to the 
Camp after several months, o 
living skeleton of his former old 
self, but the admiration and self- 
Jessness of many others permitted 
him that extra attention that res- 
tored, partly, his health and 
allowed him to come out of the 
experience alive, Another of those 
arrested was brought back to the 
Camp hospital alive, recovered his 
health, was re-arrested by the 
Jananene, who evidently bad been 
quite certain that he had no chance 
of recovery. and was executed, 

LAST TWO YEARS 

The remaining two years were 
uneventful. They were no better 
or worse than the first few monthn. 
News leaked through of the pro- 
irreas of the war, but less renched 
Changi than Stanley. The rumour 
finally eame that aaaae had sur- 
rendered, To test the truth, some 
of the more reckless decided to
